1. 0 is bes duty to devote himself snpreme- 
ly to kis work 

‘The apostolse charge runs thus © Meditate 
upon these things; give thyself wholly to 
them; that thy profitiag may appear to ail.” 

The pastor occupies « position, higher 
than a throne, and sustains responsibilities, 

reater, than are imposed on any other man 

he relations borne him, to a church, de- 
mand bis time end st attention. If the 
field, in which be labors be too contracted, 
the Lord will in due time, enlarge nt; oF 
will transfer hem to another, provided he is 
farttfal om the sphere, first asmgeed. Every 
minvster of Christ will be furnished, by his 
Master, with work enough, through life 

Eauire consecration to the ministry, does 
not preclude the examination of all subjects, 
not strictly religious, if attention to them, in 
no way, interfere with a faeithfel discharge of 
the duties of the pastoral office. The week- 
ly stady of mathematics, of of aactent lan- 
goages, may greatly assist the pastor, by 1o- 
vigorating and expanding his intellectual pow- 
ere. Indeed, some atiention to secular 
beanches of study, i ebsolutely essential 
Bot, im all his pianos, whether relating to 
journeying, or reading, or anything else, his 
aim ought to be, the best performance of 
ministerial labor.

"The danger attendant on the pastoral 
office 

1 shall specify only a few of the parueulars, 
Comstituting the danger 

1. The pastor is in danger of dwelling 
too much on the darkened prospects of Zion. 

He may feel, whenever a cioud passes be- 
fore hus eyes, that the sun in the heaveus, is 
ectually losing its power to shive ; or when a 
litle disturbance occars, im the limited 
sphere of his labors, that the foundations of 
God's everlapting throne, are giving way; oF 
when one, who has held the sacred office, be- 
trays his trust, as if rebellion had broken oat 
im the army of angels, and that Messiah would 
be compelied to devote ali bis energies, to 
quelling «. He is hable to ramimate so 
much on liftle matters, as to be thrown out of 
bis ortat, by the force of a feather, or to be 
greatly impeded, if not driven back, by the 
faintest, opposing current of air. The pas- 
tor, who does not reflect mach on the great 
things of the kingdom, will be often in trouble

We have finished our examination of the 
separate system of prisou discipline, as it has 
been administered im this country, and have 
no doubt our readets will adopt the con- 
clusion to which the evidence has brought 
us,—that 4s mbheman and wajust, eaormuus- 
ly expensive, and pernicious to society, 
inasmuch as it creates each year a fearful 
amount of insanity, the effects of which, ow- 
ing to the tendency of this disease to hered- 
Mary transmission, cannot fail to be felt and 
deplored for many generations, We are 
aimost afraid to estimate the am@int of the 
evi it has ebready caused. The facts pre- 
sented certamly go far to show, that the rate 
of mortality ww \he prison at Philadelphia is 
twice as grea asia the community at large, or 
im the prison at Charlestown. But adopt the 
lowest possible hypothesis, suppose that only 
one third, instead of ome half, of the deaths 
in the former prison are attribotable to the 
system which is there practised, and what 
follows? ‘The table on the 10th page of the 
Mth auneal report of that prison shows, that 
among the convicts there, daring the seven- 
teen years preceding the close of In46, there 
were 166 deaths, for one third of which the 
separate system is accountable; in other 
words, this system in a siagle prison, withio 
seventeen years, has destroyed sexty-two 
lives, Aga, the facts prove that the rate 
of insanity there, both of the whites and the 
blacks, is at least twenty times as great as it 
showid be; and the table we have clready 
given, on page 161, shows that 100 persons 

ave become insane im the prison in nine 
years. The conclusion of the whole matter 
os, then, that ise system ina sin- 
gle prison, siace 1880, has caused uzty-two 
deaths, and has driven over ane hundred per- 
sons to insanity. How many, within the 
same iod, have had their constitutions 
rained by it, or have been reduced te virtual 
imbecility and childishness ?

wider to be the best prevailing views, founded on 
the Holy Scriptores. At present, | wish to present 
jam error or mistake into which some of oor eburch- 
jes have fallen in exercising their joriediction; and 
as to which “ we may hope better things.” An 
| offending member becomes conscious of his fault, 
| fully confesses it, says he repeuts, and seks the 
| forgiweness of the charch; but he is first called 
apoa to make a solemn promise before the church 
that he wil! do so no more, He i confounded, 
hesitates, forgiveness is withheld, and he is not 
restored. ‘This is very end and distressing. Our 
Lord mys, “if he repent forgive him; and if he 
trespass against thee seven times in a dey, and 
seven times ins dey return to thee, saying I re- 
pent, thou shalt forgive him.” The commentator 
ssys “thie forgivences most be withoul delay, if 
we do not thus forgive, we cannot sey “ forgwe 
wt an we forgive, for we prey for present forgive- 
ness.” If thie wer not so, how few real chris- 
tieme would dere to enter inte church state! 
Their whole lives might be embittered by the re- 
| foxal of the church to forgiwe an ect of which 
they might be consciously penitent. “Mf imquity 
| be marked against us who shall be sbie vo stand ’” 
| By sach a refusel, the whole Platform of the 
lehurch is broken wp, and the whole bond of so- 
ctal communion is violated. Moreover such prom- 
| mes are in the nature of religious vows and ostha, 
whieh sre contrary to the spirit of the New Testa- 
men. Ovr Lord says “Swear pot st all;” and 
to the edulteress he says “go end su no more,” 
got execting any promise. kt does not appear 
that the incestuous person was required to make 
| any such on his restorstion, or that Peter advised 
Simon Magus to do eo. A’! good people should 
| be willing to express their intentions “ before God, 
angels and men;” but to call on fallible men to 
promise that they will de their duty is not wise, nor 
scriptural and cannot be night. They are already 
under the strongest possibile obligations to love 
Ged eupremely, weir neighbors as themse! ves, 
land “to walk in ail the commandments of the 
Lord biameless.” A promse caanot add an rota 
| to the obligation which ie upon al] who have the 
Rible—cannot add strength to an obligation a! 
ready infinite and perfect and indiepensible. Such 
a promise i# moreover sinful or may be the cause 
lof sin; for we know not what spirit we are of, nor 
|how great and strong temptstions we may fal! 
lime, nor how weak our faith may become; end if 
|the promise show!ld be broken, es it probably wii! 
be, erm w added to #in—we break the law of God 
and we break our pronuse. 

Tn thus respect, some of our church covenants 
go too fer. There was none but on implied 
covenant in the apostolic churches, and that wes 
& covenant to walk with the charch, and to watch 
over each other for mutual edification and benefit, 
| making the Holy Sernptores the rule of their con 

verantion and conduct. There is no other cove- 
| nant io the Leyden Church, the parent of all oor 
churches, por in the enginal Salem Church, and 
lcertainmly it ie very appalling to « good maa, con- 
erions of his infirmines, and not hoping to be en 
tirely free from sin in this world, to promise before 
| God (which is an osth)* that he will keep all hie 
| commandments.” It must be 8 popish spirit which
